However, there have been 
disturbances and insults even to 
monk folk. Behind the protests 
are instigators and financial sup- 
porters. So, the demonstrations 
have turned into violence. 

Health staff are mainly re- 
sponsible for public healthcare. 
Despite the closure of some 
hospitals, the majority have re- 
opened to give treatment. Non- 
CDM doctors are under pressure 
now in the efforts to reopen the 
hospitals. Generally, doctors are 
considerate ones, so they need 
to respect the ethics of providing 
healthcare. 

Plans are being made to re- 
open universities and colleges. 
There are education staff join- 
ing the CDM at some univer- 
sities and colleges. Efforts are 
also being made to reopen basic 
education schools. As schools 
and universities’ closure caus- 
es many losses to students and 
parents, the Senior General ex- 
pressed his willingness to reo- 
pen them as quickly as possible. 
Permission has been granted to 
issue matriculation mark lists to 
join the university. For univer- 
sity entrance, students should 
be allowed to choose the sub- 
jects they are suitable for. Then, 
they will be able to gain credit 
in their respective subjects. So, 
the ministry concerned has been 
instructed to take such meas- 
ures. It is necessary to learn 
respective subjects and pass 
examinations outstandingly at 
universities. Good libraries are 
also required, and tertiary edu- 
cation must be promoted. Only 
through better education will the 


country develop. Therefore, ed- 
ucation must be promoted, the 
Senior General said. 

According to the statistics 
collected, it was learnt that the 
outbreak of COVID-19 in Myan- 
mar has dropped. The decreas- 
ing rates of infection in town- 
ships are desirable prospects. 
Similarly, the death rate of the 
pandemic has also decreased. 
As the New Year of Myanmar is 
around the corner, it is necessary 
to organize the New Year event 
under certain restrictions. 

In questioning people from 
the NLD, we treat them prop- 
erly. Some of their revelations 
during the process have been an- 
nounced. At the same time, there 
are plans to announce further 
revelations. Action will be taken 
against responsible officials at 
the state, region and union levels 
involved in corruption. It is also 
essential to serve the country’s 
interest without corruption when 
the SAC is discharging duties. 

Although not all banks have 
been reopened yet, instructions 
have been given to reopen banks 
by taking necessary security 
measures. Banks have agreed 
to operate in accordance with 
the monetary policies adopted by 
the State since they were estab- 
lished. In accordance with rules 
and regulations, action will be 
taken against banks that cannot 
reopen. It is necessary to find 
out possible ways and means to 
reopen banks. As violations of 
rules and regulations adopted by 
the State in dealings with foreign 
currencies and lending limits 
were found out in the scrutiniza- 
tion of banking operations, it is 


necessary for the central bank to 
take measures for routine bank- 
ing operations. 

As all electricity generat- 
ed is being consumed, it can be 
concluded that there are short- 
ages of electricity. In generating 
electricity, solar power projects 
are being implemented. It is nec- 
essary to emphasize generat- 
ing electricity from Paunglaung 
Hydropower Dam to establish 
smokeless industries in Nay Pyi 
Taw. It is required to invite local 
and foreign investment for gar- 
ment factories and other facto- 
ries and workshops that operate 
with electricity and manufactur- 
ing value-added products based 
on agriculture. 

Several irregularities found 
out in the scrutinization of vot- 
er’s lists have been announced 
at the press meet. Therefore, it 
is crucial to take measures to 
ensure freeness, fairness and 
order in the upcoming elections. 
While the UEC is responsible for 
elections, it is necessary for rel- 
evant ministries to take system- 
atic measures for proper voter’s 
lists. Itis necessary for members 
of the Council to cooperate by 
taking respective responsibilities 
in preparation for the elections. 

Afterwards, members of the 
Council U Thein Nyunt, Mahn 
Nyein Maung, U Khin Maung 
Swe, Jeng Phang Naw Taung, 
Daw Aye Nu Sein, U Sai Lone 
Hsai and Saw Daniel reported 
to the Senior General on the ex- 
tension of martial law in more 
regions for the rule of law, se- 
curity and stability of the State, 
disclosure of corruption, reopen- 
ing of banks and acceleration of 


currency circulation, increased 
supports for teachers of national 
race’s languages, effective pro- 
tection for the public, releasing 
news with firm evidence, tak- 
ing action against those who 
involved in the illegal CRPH, 
offering assistance for devel- 
opment of ecotourism, allowing 
to operate manageable level oil 
fields to private entrepreneurs 
and cooperatives system, pre- 
vention of political manipulation 
of religion, countering media 
attacks with media, taking ac- 
tion against financing violent 
protests and cash transfers for 
them, appointing efficient ward 
and village-tract administration 
council members and protection 
for them, reopening factories 
and workshops, taking meas- 
ure for smooth transportation 
and effective operation of the 
administrative mechanism. 

The Vice-Senior General 
then explained the mine-clear- 
ing work in Kachin and Rakhine 
states. 

In response to the presenta- 
tions, the Senior General said the 
State’s management and admin- 
istrative affairs are being carried 
out most gently according to de- 
mocracy. People of the townships 
sharing a common border with 
the townships where martial law 
is in force now are expected to 
control one another. Normal 
demonstrations later turned into 
riots and vandalism because of 
the financial support and insti- 
gations from behind. As the cash 
assistance from specific foreign 
organizations and some banks’ 
involvement in cash transfers 
are found, the issue is under 


investigation. Coordination will 
be made with the relevant min- 
istries to provide well-deserved 
aids to all teachers, including the 
ethnic language teachers. 

The improvement of the 
qualifications of the teachers of 
the ethnic areas will be prior- 
itized for the promotion of their 
education standard, and assis- 
tance will be provided for the 
monastic education schools, he 
Said. 

As agriculture and farming 
are the primary sources of live- 
lihood for the country’s majority, 
value-added farm-based goods 
have become a requisite, and the 
government will encourage the 
SMEs. Arrangements are under- 
way to provide agro loans, but 
the loans must be used wisely. 
Bagan, Mandalay, PyinOoLwin, 
Ngapali and Chaungtha are the 
priority destinations for the re- 
sumption of the local tourism 
industry soonest. Old oil fields 
will be tapped again under a 
cooperative or private system, 
he said. 

Area-wise security aware- 
ness is required these days be- 
cause of the possible attempts 
to grab the current situation as 
an opportunity. Efforts are being 
made to reach the Nationwide 
Ceasefire Agreement with all the 
EAOs. From that point, further 
measures will be taken to restore 
permanent peace. EAOs should 
have a clear view while embrac- 
ing the spirit of peacefully work- 
ing together in weal and woe in 
the nation’s affairs. The Council 
members should encourage all 
to join hands in the interest of the

With the State Administration Council’s Martial Law Order 1/2021 dated 14 
March 2021 (2nd Waxing of Tabaung, 1382 ME) and the Martial Law Order 
2/2021 dated 15 March 2021 (8rd Waxing of Tabaung, 1382 ME), the council has 
transferred the executive and judiciary power to the Commander of Yangon 
Command to exercise the Martial Law in accordance with Article 419 of the 
State Constitution to enforce security, the rule of law and community peace in 
Yangon Region’s townships Hlinethaya, Shwepyitha, Dagon Myothit (South), 
Dagon Myothit (North), Dagon Myothit (Seikkan) and North Okkalapa. 
Local administration bodies in the areas which have been placed under the 
Martial Law shall carry out the tasks concerned with them under the com- 
mand of the Commander of Yangon Command. 
The Commander of Yangon Command shall designate the martial law areas 
in the Yangon Command’s region, and with the martial law orders, the Com- 
mander of Yangon Command can appoint commanders for the martial law 
areas with the approval of the State Administration Council. 
The Commander of Yangon Command shall accomplish the following tasks 
by himself, or commanders of the martial law areas or an appropriate person 
or a body he transferred the power. 
(A) Administration 

(1) security issues 

(2) social issues 

(3) trade issues 

(4) transportation issues 
(B) Judiciary 

(1) Formation of courts: The Commander of Yangon Command shall 

decide criminal cases that occurred during the martial law period 
at courts formed under the existing law or courts-martial.

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The Birth of ‘National Lifetime Award for 


Literary Achievement’ 





ITERARY scholars and 
those from the world of 
Myanmar literature may 
know that literary awards have 
been presented since 1948. Witha 
view to bringing about the devel- 
opment of Myanmar literature, 
Sarpay Beikman, formerly known 
as Burma Translation Society 
(on behalf of the State), started 
to present the ‘Sarpay Beikman 
Contemporary Novel Award’ 
(oo608es§ar20060l ogy]a0) in 
1948. 

In the following years, 
the names of the awards have 
been changed as ‘Sarpay Beik- 
man Award’ (o0c08e08s), 
‘Fine Arts Literary Award’ 
(s2gopodedeeooocus0) and 
‘National Literary Award’ 
(saqjj2009026080) in accordance 
with the situations of the peri- 
ods we have passed. It was in 
2002 that the ‘National Lifetime 
Award for Literary Achievement 
(39 Gj]s 2992 09 G0 09H 295.0990) 
was successfully introduced. 
(In this article, I will use the 
term ‘Lifetime Literary Award’ 
instead of using ‘National Life- 
time Award for Literary Achieve- 
ment.) 

Since then, the award has 
been presented to one writer or 
literary scholar whose literary 
works have contributed enor- 
mously to the nation and the peo- 
ple. To date, 31 veteran writers 
and literary scholars have won 
the Lifetime Literary Award. 

Regarding the Lifetime Lit- 
erary Award, most of the men of 
letters have acquaintance with 
it. However, apart from those 
who made efforts to implement 
the scheme, no one knows how 
the award came into being. The 
key figure of the scheme was 
then-Minister for Information 
Maj-Gen Kyi Aung. Those who 
chalked out the scheme were U 
Myo Thant (Maung Hsu Shin), 
Dr Sithu Thaw Kaung (U Thaw 
Kaung), Dr Kyaw Sein (ex-Min- 
ister for Education), U Tin Kha 
(Tekkatho Tin Kha), and the au- 
thor of this article. 

Among them, late Saya 
Maung Hsu Shin and Dr Kyaw 
Sein have done their best and 
earned their rest now. The per- 


sons who know the birth of this 
award are Sayagyi Sithu Dr 
Thaw Kaung, Tekkatho Tin Kha 
and the author. 

To be objective, the emer- 
gence of the Lifetime Literary 
Award is attributable to Sayagyi 
U Hla Kyaing (Paragu). Saya 
Paragu won the South East 
Asian Writers Award offered by 
Thailand in 2002. 

From 1998 onwards, one 
of the well-known writers or 
literary scholars from Myan- 
mar was invited to Thailand to 
receive the South East Asian 
Writers Award, popularly known 
as S.E.A. WRITE AWARD. The 
award-presentation ceremony is 
annually held in Bangkok, Thai- 
land. In this connection, may I 
give you a quick sketch of S.E.A. 
WRITE AWARD. 

The Association of South- 
East Asian Nations (ASEAN) 
was Officially established on 8 
August 1967. At the very outset, 
Indonesia, Malaysia, Singapore, 
the Philippines and Thailand 
were five founder members. 
Myanmar could not join the As- 
sociation. 

To honour the writers, in- 
cluding poets, novelists, histo- 
rians and literary researchers 
from the ASEAN Community, 
Thailand founded the S.E.A. 
WRITE AWARD Organizing 
Committee in 1979. Beginning 
from 1979, one of the renown 
writers from each member na- 
tion of the ASEAN was offered 
to receive the S.E.A. WRITE 
AWARD. In the early years, the 
awardees represented five coun- 
tries. 

On 23 July 1997, Myanmar 
became a member of the ASE- 
AN. To honour the membership, 
a prominent writer from Myan- 
mar was offered to receive the 
S.E.A. WRITE AWARD in 1998. 
(The awardee was selected by 
the judging committee of his/her 
own country.) The first and fore- 
most person who was selected as 
the recipient of the award was 
Sayagyi U Kyi Aye (Sinbyukyun 
Aung Thein) in 1998. 

Later, U Kyaw Aung (Kyaw 
Aung), Daw Yin Yin (Saw Mon 
Nyin) and U Tin Maung (Tek- 


katho Htin Gyi) were also select- 
ed to receive the award in three 
consecutive years of 1999, 2000 
and 2001. The awardees were 
accompanied on their journies to 
Thailand by me except the trip 
of Tekkatho Htin Gyi, who was 
accompanied by U Myint Kywe 
(Maung Myint Kywe). 

In 2002, Sayagyi U Hla 
Kyaing (Paragu) was select- 
ed as a recipient of the S.E.A. 
WRITE AWARD. It so happened 
that although Saya Paragu was 
selected, he failed to leave for 
Thailand due to the immediate 
change of the government policy 
in those days. As Saya Paragu 
was always cool and calm, he 
showed no emotion. However, 
the failure of his departure made 
Minister Maj-Gen Kyi Aung feel 
uneasy. He himself personally 
revered Saya Paragu much. 

At the same time, an idea of 
giving birth to a literary award 
that would be the equal of the 
S.E.A. WRITE AWARD came 
over to him. He tried to reason 
out how he could pave the way 
for creating the highest award 
in the literary field in Myanmar. 

One day, Saya Maung Hsu 
Shin, who was then the adviser to 
Sarpay Beikman and I were sum- 
moned by the Minister. We were 
told that he felt uneasy about the 
matter of Saya Paragu and that 
he wanted to create a literary 
award of which standard should 
be higher than that of the exist- 
ing National Literary Award. 

When we came back from 
the Ministry, we invited Saya U 
Thaw Kaung, Dr Kyaw Sein and 
U Tin Kha (Tekkatho Tin Kha) 
to the meeting. Being the Chief 
Editor of Sarpay Beikman, I had 
to attend almost every meeting 
on literary matters. At the meet- 
ing, the scholars took long to 
detailly discuss the matters on 
creating a literary award higher 
than the existing National Liter- 
ary Award. 

At that time, Pakokku U 
Ohn Pe Manuscript Award had 
already emerged. Since its emer- 
gence, Pakokku U Ohn Pe Life- 
time Literary Award has been 
introduced to the literati. After 
discussing the matter for two 


or three hours, they decided to 
create a lifetime literary award, 
taking the example of the Pakok- 
ku U Ohn Pe Manuscript Award. 
Because such literary award the 
Minister wanted should be much 
higher than U Ohn Pe’s, they 
added the word ‘National’ to 
the name of ‘Lifetime Literary 
Award’. 

On the following day, when 
they submitted the nomencla- 
ture ‘National Lifetime Award 
for Literary Achievement’ to the 
Minister, the latter was quite 
satisfied with the name of the 
award. In brief, because of the ef- 
forts made by Maj-Gen Kyi Aung 
and the scholars, the dream of 
the Lifetime Literary Award was 
about to come true. 

However, a change took 
place in the Ministry of Informa- 
tion suddenly. When the scheme 
was about to be translated into 
action, Maj-Gen Kyi Aung was 
transferred to the Ministry of 
Culture on 13 September 2002. 
Brig-Gen Kyaw Sunn succeeded 
him. A few days later, after Brig- 
Gen Kyaw Sunn had taken the 
responsibilities of the Ministry, I 
personally submitted the scheme 
to him. 

Finally, the ministry (the 
government) gave the green 
light to the scheme of ‘Nation- 
al Literary Award for Lifetime 
Achievement and the selection 
of Saya Paragu as the winner 
was approved in principle. 

Being the secretary of the 
National Literary Award Scru- 
tinizing Committee, I had sole 
responsibility for the success- 
ful implementation of the award 
scheme. The final meeting of the 
committee for (2001) chaired by 
U Tin Kha (Tekkatho Tin Kha) 
was held on 1 November 2002. At 
the meeting, when I announced 
that the National Literary Award 
for Lifetime Achievement and 
the selection of Saya Paragu had 
been approved, the scholars who 
attended the meeting gave the 
announcement a big round of 
applause. 

According to the literary 
award scrutinizing proce- 
dures, although Saya Paragu 
was named in 2002, his selec- 


tion was designated as (2001). 

At the outset, the winner of the 

National Lifetime Award re- 

ceived K400,000 (Four-hundred 

thousand kyats), while each 
winner of the National Literary 

Award for (2001) earned K200,000 

(Two-hundred thousand kyats). 
In this way, the first and 

foremost ‘National Lifetime for 

Literary Achievement was pre- 

sented to Saya Paragu at the 

award-presentation ceremony of 

National Lifetime Award for Lit- 

erary Achievement, the National 

Literary Awards and the Sarpay 

Beikman Manuscript Awards for 

2001, held at the National The- 

atre on Myoma Kyaung Street, 

Yangon on 6 December 2002. 
From 2001 to 2011, only one 

writer or literary scholar was 

awarded. From 2012 to 2014, the 
award went to three persons. As 
for 2015, there were two awar- 
dees and three persons were 
awarded for 2016. However, be- 
ginning from 2017, the State has 
presented the Lifetime Literary 

Award to one veteran writer and 

one literary scholar. As for the 

latest year (2019), veteran writ- 
er Sayagyi U Arnt Maung (Arnt 

Maung) and Literary scholar 

Sayagyi U Nyunt Maung (Maung 

Maung Nyunt-Mann Tekkatho) 

became the awardees who re- 

ceived k.5 million each.

Russia says Sputnik V production deals 


THE developers of the Sputnik 
V coronavirus vaccine said Mon- 
day they had reached production 
agreements in key European 
countries as the EU’s medical 
agency deliberates official ap- 
proval for the Russian jab. 

The head of Russia’s Direct 
Investment Fund (RDIF) Kirill 
Dmitriev said in a statement that 


his organisation had secured 
“agreements with companies 
from Italy, Spain, France and 
Germany to launch production 
of Sputnik V”’. 

Dmitriev said the deals 
would allow for the supply of 
Sputnik to the European market 
“once the approval is granted by 
the European Medicines Agency

GEORGE Soros, Chairman of 
the Open Society Foundation, 
which provides cash assistance 
to international NGOs/INGOs/ 
Media/CSOs, met with Daw Aung 
San Suu Kyi on 24 September 
2016 in New York, US, for the first 
time. He met with Daw Aung San 
Suu Kyi again on 11 January 2017, 
along with his son Alexander So- 
ros in Nay Pyi Taw. Following 
the meetings, steps were taken 
to open the Open Society Myan- 
mar, abranch of the Open Society 
Foundation. 

George Soros, the Open Soci- 
ety Foundation chairman, visited 
Myanmar four times from March 
2014 to January 2017. He met with 
Daw Aung San Suu Kyi two times, 
the first time in the US and the 
second in Nay Pyi Taw. 

His son Alexander Soros, 
deputy chair of the Open Socie- 
ty Foundation, visited Myanmar 
seven times from January 2017 to 
January 2020 and met Daw Aung 
San Suu Kyi six times. 

Open Society Myanmar’s 
Head Office was opened at the 
Myanmar Centre Tower in Bahan 
Township. The foundation opened 
its bank account with an initial 
saving of US$100 at the SMED 
Bank on the Wardan Road in 
Yangon on 2 October 2018. On 20 
December2018, the foundation 
saved US$5million in its bank 
account of the Open Society My- 
anmar. 

Open Society Founda- 
tion-OSF transferred US$ 5 mil- 
lion to the Small and Medium 
Enterprises Bank-SMED in 2018 
without seeking permission from 
the Foreign Exchange Manage- 
ment Department-FEMD. It is

That US$5 million is an apart 
of the memorandum of under- 
standing signed between the 
SMED Bank and the Open Soci- 
ety Myanmar. It is found that the 
US$ 5 million at the SMED Bank 
is the interest-free saving. The 
contract for using the US$5 mil- 
lion will expire on 30 April, 2021, 
and the deposit is US$5 million 
and no more saving to the bank 
account from 2018 to 2021. On 8 
February 2021, K19.999 million 
was withdrawn after exchanging 
US$1.4 million, out of US$5 mil- 
lion, at a 1$=K1,400 rate without 
following the necessary rules and 
regulations. 

Out of that, K6 million was 
accepted by Daw Phyu Pa Pa 
Thaw, Finance Officer of the 
OSM, from Dr Myo Myint Aung, 
Director of OSM, for salaries, of- 
fice equipment and projects, cash 


assistance for nine staffs. Dr Myo 
Myint Aung received the remain- 
ing K13.999 million for reasons of 
the scholarship project. Following 
the voices that the NGOs in Nay 
Pyi Taw are providing cash assis- 
tance to CDM movements, Daw 
Phyu Pa Pa Thaw has warned Dr 
Myo Myint Aung over the phone 
in the second week of February 
not to spend the cash on CDM 
movement as it was not in con- 
formity with the financial rules 
and strategy of the office.

The Central Bank of Myan- 
mar investigated 24 private banks 
in Myanmar to freeze the cash 
flow from foreign countries into 
the Open Society Myanmar bank 
accounts.

Under the Foreign Curren- 
cy Management Law, financial 
institutions law, and the Money 
Laundry Law, actions will be tak- 
en against the SMED Bank for ac- 
cepting US$5million deposit with- 
out seeking permission from the 
Central Bank of Myanmar and for 
failure to report to the Central 
Bank of Myanmar via the Elec- 
tronic Reporting System-ERS on 
an exchange of US$1.4 million 
into Myanmar currency. 

Similarly, actions will be 
taken against the Open Society 
Myanmar for breaking the rules 
for organizations. 

Measures are being taken to 
arrest Dr Myo Myint Aung, whois 
now at large with K13.999 million, 
and 11 persons under the law. The 
public is urged to inform the po- 
lice stations or military battalions 
if they find the suspects. Actions 
will be taken against those who 
are harbouring the suspects.—

Lawsuit filed against responsible persons of the SMED Bank 

















SMED CEO U Zeya Nyunt 


THE Small and Medium En- 
terprise Development Bank- 
SMED Bank has been charged 
for its failure to report to the 
Central Bank of Myanmar and 
relevant departments accord- 
ing to the regulation regarding 
issuance and withdrawal of for- 


eign currency inflow deposits. 

Upon investigating U Zeya 
Nyunt, Deputy Chair and the 
CEO of the bank, Open Society 
Myanmar opened a USD ac- 
count with 100 USD at the bank 
on October 2018, and Overseas 
Chinese Banking Corporation 
Limited bank transferred 
USD5 million to the account 
on 18 December 2018. 

When an official from the 
Foreign Exchange Manage- 
ment Department-FEMD 
was questioned about the 
entry of US dollars into the 
bank account of Open Society 
Myanmar on 11 March 2021, 
it was found that the SMED 


bank failed to ask permission 
with required documents to 
the FEMD and informed as 
to the deposit via Electronic 
Reporting System-ERS. On 
8 February 2021, the bank’s 
finance manager withdrew 
USD1.42 million of USD5 mil- 
lion, which was equivalent to 
19,999 million kyats in cash. 
The Central Bank of My- 
anmar has instructed private 
banks in the country not to 
withdraw more than 5,000 USD 
per time and to withdraw only 
two times per week to a person 
or an organization apart from 
United Nations (UN), Asia De- 
velopment Bank-ADB, World 


Bank, International Monetary 
Fund-IMF, the International 
Committee of the Red Cross 
-ICRC). 

The SMED bank’s dis- 
bursement of USD1.42 million 
in cash violates the central 
bank’s directive, and since 
the cash was exchanged for 
Myanmar Kyat, which resulted 
in dollar transactions between 
the customer and the banks, 
the bank needed to report to 
the FEMD via Electronic Re- 
porting System not later than 3 
pm on 8 February 2021. Howev- 
er, SMED bank failed to do so 
and also was unable to report 
to the Financial Intelligent 


Unit-FIU for disbursement of 
100 million kyats and above. 
Due to its failure to report 
as per the banking procedures 
and rules, a lawsuit has been 
filed to take effective legal ac- 
tion against the bank’s respon- 
sible persons. The SMED bank 
was established as the Myan- 
mar Industrial Development 
Bank-MIDB in 1996, and the 
bank was renamed as Small 
and Medium Enterprise De- 
velopment Bank-SMED Bank 
in May 2019. A total of 26 banks 
have been opened in Nay Pyi 
Taw Council Territory and ten 
states and regions. — MNA

LOS ANGELES — United States 
--Billie Eilish on Sunday snagged 
the Grammy for Record of the 
Year for the second straight time, 
a major feat for the 19-year-old 
who swept all four top categories 
at last year’s ceremony. 

This time, the edgy pop sen- 
sation bested a crowded field in- 
cluding the night’s big stars Meg- 
an Thee Stallion and Beyonce, 
along with Dua Lipa, Post Malone 
and Doja Cat, to win the prize 
honouring the year’s best over- 
all song for her hit “Everything 
I Wanted.” In 2020, the teenage 
phenom cemented her place as 
an establishment leader, post- 
ing a banner Grammy night by 
sweeping prizes for Album, Re- 
cord and Song of the Year, plus 
Best New Artist -- the first woman 
and youngest artist to do so. 

“Everything I Wanted” is a 
gauzy ode to the struggles of star- 


dom that touches on the teenage 
angst over feelings of inadequacy, 
imposter syndrome and concerns 
about fitting in. Last year, she won 
Record of the Year honors for 
her hit “Bad Guy” off her debut 
“when we all fall asleep, where 
do we go?”, which won for Album 


of the Year. 


Before her album’s release

She secured the record 
after winning Best R&B Per- 
formance for her hit “Black 
Parade,” a single celebrating 
Black culture and activism that 
dropped in the wake of mass 
protests ignited by the death of 





George Floyd in police custody 
in the summer of 2020. 

“I. am so honored. I’m so 
excited. Thank you,” said the 
singer, who made a surprise 
showing at the gala she has 
skipped for the past several 
years, wearing a curve-hugging 
black leather mini dress. 

“As an artist, I believe it’s 
my job and all of our jobs to 
reflect the times. And it’s been 
such a difficult time,” Beyonce 
said, with her rapper husband 
Jay-Z looking on. 


“So I wanted to uplift, en- 
courage, celebrate all of the 
beautiful Black queens and 
kings that continue to inspire 
me and inspire the whole 
world.” 

“It’s such a magical night, 
thank you so much,” Beyonce 
said, adding her gratitude to 
her children -- after the eldest, 
Blue Ivy, won her first Grammy 
for her appearance in the music 
video “Brown Skin Girl.” 

“T’m so honored to be your 
mommy, all of your mommies. 
Y’all are my babies. And I’m 
so proud of y’all. I love you so 
much, my rock,” she said, nod- 
ding to Jay-Z. 

Itis amajor moment for the 
39-year-old Beyonce, whose re- 
peated snubs in top award cat- 
egories have raised eyebrows 
and stirred controversy. She 
is the most nominated female 
artist in Grammys history with 
79, tied with Paul McCartney 
as the second most nominated 
act and only one behind hus- 
band Jay-Z and industry legend 
Quincy Jones.

coronavirus pandemic in 2020, 
releasing “folklore” over the sum- 
mer and “evermore” as an early 
holiday gift. 

“folklore” -- which earned 
the star six Grammy nominations 
-- saw the famously introspective 
Swift delve into songwriting from 
the perspective of others, story- 
telling in the vein of American 
musical folk storytellers including 
Bruce Springsteen, Bob Dylan 
and the late John Prine. Sunday’s 
big win marked a return to the 
Grammy spotlight for Swift, who 
appeared to have fallen out of

By 
having their hand or arm in 
such a position, the player 
takes the risk of their hand or 
arm being hit by the ball and 
being penalized; or scores in 


the opponents’ goal: directly 
from their hand or arm, even 
if accidental, including by the 
goalkeeper; or immediately af- 
ter the ball has touched their 
hand or arm, even if acciden- 
tal,” officials commented. 
Accidental handball that 
leads to a team-mate scoring 
a goal or having a goal-scoring 
opportunity will no longer be
